Galbraith said one of the bullets 
which cut Wallace dow n in a nearby 
Laurel, Md., shopping center is wedged 


between two vertebrae, jutting into 
the bony canal that shields the spinal 
cord 
The bullet d id n ’t shatter any part of 
the spine, but the shock o f its impact 
caused the present paralysis, Galbraith 
said. 


The doctor told newsmen the shock 
might wear riff, but the longer Wallace 
goes without feeling in his legs thr* 
worse are his chances for recovery. 
He 
said 
surgery 
to 
remove the 
remaining slug will be perform ed in 
another week or 10 days and that it 
will be a full three m onths or more 
before Wallace can recover to whatever 
extent possible. 


Galbraith said Wallace w o n ’t be able
